ted States Circuit Court ot Plusburg 
ftttd yesterday papers were served on 
nearly u dozen oC the strikers ham. 


Not a few of the strikers wore In- 


dignant over the nctum of tha rallrond 
la securing (lie temporary lajun-ctlju 
and did not hesitate to expretm their 
feelings in (illiin worded 


"11 looks to mo tike a dollborutg at 


tempt to muke us loso tho jobs we 
have secured utter u lot ot hard work," 
Mtd one. "Now t am employed by a 
firm that doesn't llko strikes any too 
well. What will the bosses there think 
when they learn t have been served 
with a subpoeou and am under an in- 
junction? 


"t haven't taken part In any disor- 


der; haven't been otil with tha strik- 
ers at any time. Yet hero comes an 
injunction which tells mo that t must 
stop doing something ( nover did, and 
never bad any Intention ot doing." 


The Injunction restrains the detcn- 


d&nts from Interfering In any 
way 


wltn the Baltimore it Ohio railroad, 
its employes or Its property. They nro 
restrained from molcntlug employes, 
and must not congregate In tbo streets 
or thoroughfares loading to and from 
the railroad company's property. The 
case will be argued ia Pittsburg on 
August 30. . 


The strikers declare that they have 


not 
committed 
a slttglo avert act 


since the strike was declared and 
claim there was no cause for tho In- 
junction. 


"We have the railroad company bent 


en to ft trazxle and they know It," 
declared one striker. "They have a 
gang of alleged machinists at work 
who are so Incompetent that thoro 
Isn't n soti'l engine CD tho whole dlvis. 
ion. Of course tho company Is try- 
Ing to get square with us for 
the 


trouble wo have made them. 


"This Injunction doesn't worry mo 


one bit. 1 am getting more money now 
than t did when I worked for the rail 
road, and it IB steady work, too. Don't 
have to worry about the appropriation 
now, Up there we never knew when 
we would be cut to half tlma or laid 
off altogether. No more B. & 0. for 
me." 


The ratlrond claims tha 
strikers 


havo been interfering with Its work- 
men by using various methods to In- 
duce desertions In the ranks. The 
comrady also says that several at- 
tacks on strikebreakers hnvo not al- 
ways been roude by "sympathizers," 
but by the strikers themselves. This 
the strikers forcibly deny. They claim 
that they have at all times counseled 
against violence, 
but defend their 


right to Induce men to leave the com- 
p»ny U they desire.

The agents at 
tho four other breweries, It Is stated, 
complained that ho -was. underselling 
them on hulf barrels and quarters, 
nnd to prove this, it Is asserted, hnd 
several customers of Vlsconti's make 
affidavit to these cut prices before 
Squire Cameron ot Dunbar. It was al- 
leged that such underselling was In 
violation of tin agreement existing be- 
tween alt tho breweries in tho county. 


The complaining agents, it Is assert- 


ed, carried their case to Superlntcn 
dent J. D. Mudlgan of tho Plttsburg 
brawery at Connelsvlllc, In conscqu- 
enco of which Vlscontl was discharg- 
ed. Vlecontl thereupon brought suit 
against thorn, charging conspiracy. 


The names ot tha defendants are: 


Andy Busolta, agent for tho Johnson 
brewery; Luis Mmlnell, tor the La- 
bor; 
Tony Yakabnsh for tho Mason 


town, aud Tony Carlbella, for tho

The teleffrahpic codes were invent- 


ed to say ;i whole lot in. a Uttle space. 
It is a big saving to heavy users oC 
tlio wire. Often dozens of words were 
LOndPtised to 10 01 15, according to

clutches of the/burning brakes, the 
heavy engine* (truck the switch like 
an avalanche, reared upon the granite- 
laden flats, and with 40 loads of cattle 
plunged/Into the canyon below; not a 
car remained on the rails. The head 
brakeman, riding In the lecond cab, 
was Instantly killed, and the engine, 
crews, who jumped, were .badly hurt. 


The whole operating department ot 


the road was stirred. What made the 
affair more dreadful was that It had 
occurred on the time ot Number Six, 
the -east-bound passenger train,- held 
hat morning at Sleepy Cat by an en- 
gine failure. Glover came to look Into 
.he matter. The testimony 
of all 


tended to one conclusion—that tie 
liiarry switch had been-' thrown at 
dome time between 4:30 and 5 o'clock' 
.hat morning. Inferences were many: 
Tramps during the early summer bad 
jean unusually troublesome and many 
of them had been rigorously handled 
by trainmen; robbery might have been 
a motive, as the express cars on train- 
Number Sfct carried heavy specie ship- 
ments from the coast. 


A third and more exciting event soon 


put the quarry wreck: Into the back- 
ground. Ten days afterward an east-, 
bound-passenger train was flagged la 
the night at Sugar Buttes, 12 miles 
west of Sleepy Cat. .When the heavy 
train slowed up, two men boarded the 
engine and with. plstola compelled the 
engineman to cut off the express cars 
and pull them to the water-tank a 
mile east ot the station. Three men 
there In waiting forced the express 
oar, blew open the safe, and the gang 
rode away half an hour later loaded 
with gold coin and currency. 


Had a stick of dynamite been ex- 


ploded under the Wickiup there could 
not have been more excitement at 
Medicine Bend. Within three hours 
after the news reached the town a. 
posse under Sheriff Van Horn, with a, 
car load ot horseflesh and 1+ guns, 
was started for Sugar Buttes. 
The 


trail led north and the pursuers rode 
until nearly nightfall. 
They 'crossed 


Dutch flat and rode single flle Into a 
wooded canyon, 
where 
they came 


upon traces of a camp-fire. Van Horn, 
leading, Jumped from his horse and 
thrust his hand Into the ashes; they 
were still warm, and ho shouted to his 
men to ride up'. As he called out, a 
riflecrackect from the box-elder trees 
ahead of him. . The sherlH tell,, shot 
through the head, and a deputy spring- 
Ing from his saddle to pick him up was 
shot In precisely the same way; the 
posse, thrown Into a panic, did not 
nre a single shot, and for »n hour 
dared not ride .hack for the bodies. 
After dark they got the two dead men 
and at midnight rode with them Into 
Sleepy Cat. 


When the news reached McCloud he 


was talking with Bucks over the wires. 
Bucks had got into headquarters'at 
tbe. river late that night, and was get- 
ting details from McCloud of the'Sugar 
Outtes robbery when the superinten- 
dent sent him the news of the killing 
of Van Horn and the deputy. 'In the 
answer that Bucks sent came a name 
new to the wires of the mountain di-
